FRasen-Suira 0, Emanvg1, 3500.—This 
was an action bao by Stuart M, Fraser- 
Smith sgainst P; H. Emanuel, (the former 
being a reporter of the China Mail, and the 
latter of the Daily Press,) to recover tho 
sum of $500, damages for that, on the 12th 
August 1879, the defendant falsely and 
maliciously spoke and published of the 
plaintiff the words f6llowing or to the fol- 
lowing effect, that is to say— Ho (moan-:

The news this week.as to the cholera 
shows that it-has ceased in Kioto, that it 
bas much diminished in. Osaka and’ Hiogo,. 
whilst in the Kanagawa Ken the mortality 
averages about 20 per day, Conalderable 
irritation haa been ‘cansed by the’ over- 
zealoua action of tho police.in dealing with 
patients suffering from, or suspected to be 
suffering from the disease, and the Mainichi 
Shinbun states that anonymous Jetters have 
been sent to the police stations, threatening 
the lives of the policomen and medical 
officers, and warning them to bo prepared. 
Tho Mainichi ta very prolific with rumors 
and canards, but it is undeniable that a 
very strong popular feéling oxiats agalnat 
the authorities. . 

Tn consequcnce of the rise in the prico of 
rico, a numbor’of the lover class of people 
resident in Nagamachi, Osaka, came to the 
determination to compel the rice merchants 
of the locality to give them rice for nothing.
